first common electrode layer and the continuous pixel electrode layer, a second voltage 
not equal to the first voltage applied to the discontinuous second common electrode layer to 
generate the a non-vertical electric field between the first continuous common electrode layer 
on the first substrate and both the continuous pixel electrode layer and the discontinuous 
second common electrode layer in the second substrate during; the bright state and applying 
the first voltage to the first continuous common electrode and the second voltage to the 
discontinuous second common electrode layer and the continuous pixel electrode layer for a 
uniform vertical electric field for a dark state as set forth in claims 1,13 and 19.
